Monday to Israeli Ambassador

Dulles believes that Egypt 
will go along with the declara- 
tion although he has no positive 
assurance. 


The declaration stons short of 
being a guarantee since there 
will be no threat of action in 
case Egypt does not agree. 
Whether this* will satisfy 
Israel remains to be seen. 


Eban, who repeated his coun- 
try’s demand for “tangible and 
concrete” assurances. before 
withdrawal, listened carefully to 
Dulles but said he.could give 
no answer’ until he consults 
with his Government. 

A reply is expected in the 
next day or two. 

Meanwhile, the Arab-Asian

Dulles is working with U.N.

Dulles developed the plan 
with President Eisenhower over 
the weekend. The object is to 
avoid a U.N. fight over the pro- 
posed sanctions—a fight that 
not only likely would split the 
Allies again but probably would 
split the U.S. — | 


A growing number of Senate 
and House members of both 
parties are coming out in strong 
opposition to the sanctions, 


The US. is counting on its 
traditional friendship with Is- 
rael and the increased prestige 
it has in the Arab world as a 
result of its stand in the U.N. 
against Israel, Britain and 
France for their attack on 
Egypt. 

The Administration under- 
Stands and sympathizes with Is- 
rael’s position that there is no 
sense in giving up the strategic 
territory it holds if it is to be 
used against them.

Kishi also reiterated the Gov- 
ernment’s stand in favor of

It appealed for a “new look” 
in German-Soviet relations, It 
urged conclusion of«trade, cul- 
tural and consular treaties be- 
tween the two countries and 
held out the hope that this 
might help hasten German 
reunification. 


No Deal: Bonn 

BONN, Feb. 12- (AP)— 
Premier Bulganin’s new letter 
is regarded here as an attempt 
to lure Bonn from the Western 
Camp by offering German re- 
unification in a deal with Com- 
munist East Germany. 

But both Government and 
Opposition are determined not 
to recognize the Moscow-backed 
Red German regime. 


Familiar Temptations 
MOSCOW, Feb. 12 (INS)— 
The Soviet Union made public 
Monday night the text of a note 
from Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
to West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer calling for a 
“sharp” improvement in relation

It stressed that West Ger- 
many’s remilitarization within 
NATO would make German uni- 
fication increasingly more diffi- 
eult. ..

“climate of confidence and 
friendship.” . 

Bulganin offered West Ger- 
many the familiar temptations 
—closer trade, cultural, scienti- 
fic and cultural ties which could 
lead to “settlement of the Ger- 
man problem.” 

But the timing of the Bulga- 
nin note caused Western obser- 
vers to regard it as a clear bid 
to embarras: Adenauer and 
strengthen ‘is political opposi- 
tion in the elections scheduled 
or next September. 

The taeme song of Adenauer’s 
parliamentary opposition has 
been “get along with the Rus- 
sians.” His critics in West Ger- 
many would loosen ties with 
the West in the hopes of obtain- 
ing a more favorable deal from 
the Russians. | 

Bulganin charged that cer- 
tain Western forces wanted to 
turn Germany into a base for 
atomic warfare and use the 
Germans to fight their wars 
while they “hid in distant corn- 
ers of the world.” | 

Bulganin said Russia was 
prepared to assist in unifying 
Germany, 
not be made until Bonn recog- 
nized the existence of East Ger- 
many’s Government, . 

Bulganin told Adenauer the 
time has now come “to. take 
concrete measures” to improve 
relations in line with the under- 
standing reached by West Ger- 
man and Soviet leaders at their 
Moscow conference in 1955.

France, Algeria Ties 

MOSCOW, Feb. 12 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Soviet Foreign Minister 
Dmitri Shepilov told the 
Supreme Soviet Tuesday Russia 
recognizes the “historically 
formed relations between France 
and Algeria.” 

“Our position on Algeria is

absolutely clear. We hold that 
every nation has an unalienable 
right to national freedom, in- 
dependence and self-determina- 
tion,” Shepilov said. 

“This wholly applies to the 
Algerian people. 

“At the same time, one cannot 
deny the existence of well 
known historically formed rela- 
tions between France and 
Algeria. 

“The existence of these rela- 
tions makes possible the solu- 
tion of the Algerian problem in 
the interests of both the 
Algerian and the French peo 
ples. 

“Why has not this possibility 
been utilized yet? Why has the 
Algerian question developed 
into an urgent international 
problem?” 

“Meanwhile,” Shepilov said, 
“the United States monopolies, 
greatly interested in such a 
course of events, play on the 
blunders or mistakes of the 
French Government in order to 
increase their own penetration 
into the zone of northern 
Africa. 

“The Algerian problem calls 
for a more constructive French 
policy giving due consideration 
to the national interests of the 
Algerian people and to their 
right to independence. The. set- 
tlement of the Algerian problem 
in this spirit would undoubted- 
ly make for the improvement of 
the international situation.”

A Socialist Dietman asserted 
Tuesday that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment should have the right 
to try the U.S. soldier charged

Shigemitsu Akanegakubo told 
‘The Japan Times. that the rea- 
son for his argument was that 
the firing range in question was 
not officially covered by the 
Japan-United States Administra- 
tive Agreement, 

The Socialist Representative 
said that according to his in- 
vestigations, the arrangement 
to lease the Somagahara area in 
Gumma Prefecture was made 
“verbally” between. the then 
Japanese Foreign Minister Ka- 
tsuo Okazaki and Dean Rusk, 
then U.S. State Department As- 
sistant Secretary of State, at the 
time when the Administrative 
Agreement was being negotiat- 


Akanegakubo said he would 
bring up this matter at the Diet 
and eall the Government to 
task, ‘ 

Since ‘the firing range is not 
officially covered by the Admin- 
istrative Agreement, he assert- 
ed that the soldier’s act con- 
stituted manslaughter under 
Japanese laws.

Fairless

Benjamin F. Fairless, head of 
President Ejsenhower’s fact-find- 
ing committee on foreign aid, 
said Tuesday his group did not 
discuss the question of Japan- 
Red China trade “in any official 
capacity.” 

Fairless, before departing for 
Honolulu, also said Japan “has 
not asked for-any economic aid 
from the United States,” and its 
“very amazing recovery speaks 
for itself” as “one of the out- 
standing accomplishments of 
any country since the end of 
the war.” | 

He said he felt Japan is “mak- 
ing progress” in its defense 


program and in talking to Japa- 
nese Government leaders and 
business leaders he found no 
criticism of the American mili- 
tary aid program, 

“There is acceptance of the 
Japanese Government of -mili- 
tary aid. . , It would be pretty 
hard to say they expressed 
complete satisfaction. but you 
wouldn’t classify suggestions as 
criticism,” declared Fairless, 
President of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute. 


The question of Japan-Red 
China trade was raised. by a 
meeting between Mikio Mizuta, 
Japanese International Trade 
and Industry Minister, and a 
member of Fairless’ committee, 
Dr. Colgate W. Darden, at which 
Mizuta asked U.S. understand- 
ing of Japan’s desire to sell to 
China. The meeting was head- 
lined in Japanese papers. 


Fairless said he had discuss- 
ed many questions with Japa- 
nese officials and “it would be 
completely out of order” to 
make statements about them. 


The. press conference had 
been arranged for Fairless at 
the request of American news 
agencies. Fairless appeared 
with the U.S. military and dip- 
lomatie chiefs in Japan, Gen. L. 
L. Lemnitzer, Far East Com- 
mander, and Outerbridge Hor- 
sey, Embassy Charge d’ Affaires. 


Commenting on his 18-nation 
trip which began in Europe, 
Fairless declared, “If there 
had not been a Marshall 
Plan, undoubtedly Europe 
would have gone com 
munistic,” but presently, “the 
whole Free World is dea’ 
ing with unknowns... . I don’t 
know. if: similar aid can save 
Asia. It is very hard to save 
anybody unless they want to be 
saved. As far as 1 and the 
United States are concerned, we 
are attempting to help people 
help themselves.

Are Often Actually Desirable 


CHICAGO (INS)—Clashes be- growing children’s attention and 


tween parents and their teen-age 
children are inevitable, a noted 
child expert believes, but adds 
that a mildly stormy relation- 
ship often is actually desirable. 

Dr. Evelyn Millis Duvall says 
clashes, while normal, are not 
necessarily destructive and that 
limiting clashes to constructive 
ones is the job parents have cut 
out for them in the* modern 
world. 

Writing in the current issue 
of the National Parent-Teacher, 
official publication of the Na- 
tional Congress of the PTA, Dr. 
Duvall states “children must 


grow up... and parents must. 


let them go, 
“As adolescents 
prove themselves, 


strain to 
they often 


rush into potentially dangerous |’ 


situations,” she says. “It is up 
to the parents to protect them, 
but the parental point of view 
may be quite different from 
that of the teen-ager himself.” 
She warns of danger when 
parents cling to “outmoded 
practices,” and advises parents 
to become sensitive and skill- 
ful in the art of child-raising. 
Recent studies, she says, indi- 
cate that mothers with part-time 
jobs tend to have better relation- 
ships with their children than 
do those whose only interests 
are the home 4nd children. 
“The reason May well be that 
mothers who have outside em- 
ployment and interests do not 
depend so heavily upon their

She had only a sweater 
on, instead of a cotton or silk 
blouse under her sari, “I think 
the Japanese people wear too 
much,” commented Miss Ka- 
kar. “In Punjab we have four 
seasons as in Japan and in win- 
ter we have snowfall, too. Of 
course, it is hot all year round 
in the southern part of India 
but in the north it becomes cold 
in winter, so I am used to this 
kind of climate,” she added, 

“I miss my family, but I do 
not feel particularly lonely as 
I have many friends here and 
the Japanese people are very

No one need tell you what to 
do to settle the problem of too

Choose a sil- 
houette that curves slightly, 
lines that draw the eye up and 
down, simple tailoring, and 
trimness. Avoid side fullness 'n 
skirts and thick, transparent, 
or shiny fabrics. 


Elongate a short, thick neck 
with collarless necklines cut 
lower than — the base of the 


throat, with V, deep oval, or 
vertical openings. en there. 
is a collar, make sure it's flat, 
narrow, and perhaps pointed. 


Insist on ease for the cut of 
armholes but avoid exaggerated 
sleeves. Take trimming with 
restraint on blouse, jacket or 
dress areas that cover an over- 
large bosom, trims that are flat 
and vertical or diagonal, not 
fluffy or horizontal. 

Don’t try to pinch a smaller 
waistline—it will emphasize 
bulges above and below, Stick 
to narrow belts that match, 
never contrast, and wear waist- 
length boleros or dressmaker 
jackets that are never longer 
than two inches below the hip 
bone.

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Shipbuildin 


Blays Major Role 
In Nation's Growth 


The Japanese are a seafaring 
people who have had to rely on 
the skill of their sailors and the 
sturdiness of their ships for 
their daily needs and national 
security ‘since the beginning of 
their history. 

In fact, historians are agreed 
that the first ancestors of the 
Japanese race came to this coun- 
try in ships over many miles of 
sea more than 2.000 years ago. 

It was the ship that played an 
important role in the develop- 
ment of Japanese civilization in 
the nation’s early history, carry- 
ing missions and students to 
China and Korea for the pur- 

se of acquiring new skills and 
tarmios and-expanding trade. 

The arrival of the first West- 
erners in the middle of the 16th 
century, starting with the ap- 
pearance of a wrecked Portu- 
guese merchant vessel on the 
Japanese coast in 1541, ushered 
in a new era in the history of 
Japanese shipbuilding. Frequent 
visits by European ships ‘in’ the 
following decades inspired the 
Japanese shipbuilders to im- 
prove their methods and con- 
struct larger vessels. 

In 1600, a Dutch vessel was 


driven ashore in Japan by a 


typhoon. Among her crew was 
an English pilot named William 
Adams, who by virtue of his 
knowledge of foreign affairs and 
engineering skill, was appointed 
diplomatic adviser and master 
shipbuilder to the Tokugawa 
Shogunate, 
Adams bullt the first Western- 
style vessels made in this coun- 
try, two wooden vessels of 80 
and 100 tons respectively. To

| the reason lies in a phenomenol 
increase in imports from the 
sterling area—from $532 million 
to $864 million. Purchases of 
foodstuffs and wool from Aus- 
tralia jumped 50 per cent. 


Sterling Area Trade 


Imports from Hongkong more 
than doubled and those, from 
India rose 80 per cent. Ship- 
ments from Britain reached 
£43.5 million—triple the previ- 
ous year—and her colonies sent 
30 per cent more goods in 1956. 


The rest of the story is that 
Japanese exports to Australia 
were nearly halved. Sales to 
Hongkong rose 60 per cent, to 
India just under 50 per cent. 
Exports to the U.K. and British 
colonies, as well as other sterl- 
ing countries, increased com- 
paratively little. In short, 
Japan’s shipments to the sterl- 
ing area could not climb suffi- 
ciently to pay for a drastic boost 
in imports, 


To a lesser degree, the same 
thing happened in trade with 
the United States. While Japan’s 
over-all dollar deficit in com- 
modity trade dropped slightly, 
her account with the United 
States worsened from $103 mil- 
lion in the red to $191 million. 
Exports rose $119 million, while 
imports climbed $207 million. 
Japan’s chronic trade deficit 
with Canada, on the other hand, 
improved—but only slightly. 


Dollar Transaction Factors 


Two factors allowed Japan to 
come out $426 million ahead on 
dollar transactions. First, of 
course, was American special 
procurements and other mili- 
tary and civilian U.S. expendi- 
tures in Japan. 


The other was ship exports. 
Because of the peculiarities of 
vessel registration, this was re- 
flected in the dollar account 
with Liberia— where Japanese 
imports amounted to $29 million 
against exports of $151 million. 


It’s also interesting to note 
that Japan’s dollar exports now 
amount to 46 per cent of the 
total compared with 32 per cent 
in 1954. In part, this is the re- 
sult of a shift of some open 
account countries to the dollar 
area. But it also reflects the 
tremendous expansion in Japa- 
nese shipments to this area— 
considerably more than double 
since 1954, 


Open Account Area 


An appraisal of the open ac- 
count area is difficult because a 
number of countries have shift- 
ed out of it and the system of 
trading has been altered some- 
what in the last year. 


However, Japan’s exports to 
one important country—Argen- 
tina—have been haived over the 
last year. The drop occurred 
in metal products which Argen- 
tina used to buy heavily in this 
country. In large part this was 
the result of domestic shortages 
and higher prices which cut into 
Japanese shipments to almost 
all countries, 


Some Japanese trade officials 
feel that a lull or. breathing 
spell in Japan's spectacular ex- 
port climb is now due. But 
some 1956 accounts seem to re- 
flect that, in the low-income 
countries in Asia and South 
America, the pause has already 
taken place. 

It is entirely possible. that 
these countries which are from 
the import point of view out of 
phase with the high-income 
areas, may now. start.to buy 
growing quantities of Japanese 
goods. ‘The big question for 
1957, however, is what will hap- 
pen in such high-income coun 
tries like the United States 
which have begun to show resis- 


j tance to Japanese importa.
